THE ONTARIO MIX-UP 


Recently Premier Hepburn of Ontario more cr less 
startled Canada with his repudiation of Prime Minister W. L. Mac- 
kenzie King and the latters brand of Liberalism, the main difference 
of opinion being on the question of the C.1.O. It is now suggest- 
ed that the only way to clear the air in Ontario is to call a conven- 
tion of Liberals and have the matter decided there. 

Colonel George Drew has resigned as chairman 
of the Ontario Conservative party's campaign committee be- 
cause he “does not agree with the recent statements of policy 
enunciated by Hon. Earl Rowe, (provincial leader) on behalf of 
the party.” 

Reiterating his stated belief that’labor should be 
better organized in Canada,” the party organizer declared in a 
500 word statement issued tonight: “I do however, believe that 
a firm stand should be taken against the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization before it is too late. 1 am unable to under- 
stand the argument that because the C.1.O. has not generally 
adopted the same methods of vidlence in Ontario, we should 
disregard its record of lawlessness and sabotage in the United 
States.” 

At a Conservative nomination meeting in Welling- 
ton North, Hon. Mr. Rowe, Conservative leader, said: “The 
Liberal-Conservative party stands for the rights to bargain 
collectively through their own representatives, chosen by the 
workers through the medium of secret ballot, free from im- 
proper intimidation, 

“The choice of affiliation and the selection of their 
representatives is the right of Canadian workmen, as has been 
recognized by our Federal governments for many years. . , | 
will trust the Canadian workmen against the invasion of for- 
eign agitators.”

ation, the president reminded. 

Mr, Smith criticized some municip- 
al penson schemes as being open to 
serious objection from an actuarial 
standpoint. Civic pension schemes 
were in the realm of private insuranc- 
es, he contended. 

Illustrating the stabilizing effect of 
insurance, Mr. Smith pointed out that 
more than a billion dollars was paid 
to Canadian policyholders im the six 
years of the depression—more than 
twice the entiré sum expended on 
direct relief. 

Attacking debt-reducing legislation 
which gave protection of law to debt- 
ors with ample resources but unwill- 
ing to pay, quite regardless of their 
ability to do so, Mr, Smith feared that 
legislative encouragements to debtors 
cannot be pushed past a certain point 
without endangering the position of 
the insurance companies, which were, 
after all, only middlemen for tie m!l- 
lions of smal! policyholders. 

“The companies have demonstrated 
the inherent soundness of life insur- 
ance saving, through good times and 
bad, through war and pestilence, and 
more recently, through waves of sub- 
versive legislation in parts of Canada 
involving repudiation of contractual 


such'as no man could ever have en- 
visioned in a British democracy, Life 
insurance can survive any 
brought about by operation of ratur- 
al, social and economic law, he 
sured, 

“It does vot prove the institution 
invulnerable against man-made ‘aivs, 
however, There are only 100 cents 
in every dollar. Life Insurance com- 
panies are not magiclans,’’ Mr. Smith 
declared. 

Social reforms were long overdue, 
asserted Mr, Smith. Time “must be 
taken, however, to map out a course 
“before some of our more-impatient | 
reformers endanger our aggregate se- 
curity on the shoals of ill-conceived 
legislation,”
